Decisive Action 
By Allies Looms 
Following Ocean 
Conference Pact 


Momentous Derisions Reached By Roosevelt 
And ( hurchill Will Remain “Military 
Secret;" Invasion Of Europe By British 
Inferred By Lord Beaverhrook 


Washington. Auyr. 15 (A P )— The feeling pervaded the Cap­ 
ital today that parallel Anjylo-American action of a decisive 
nature was in the offing to implement the policies abreed upon 
in the historical sea conference between President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill. 
Informed diplomatic sources here, like some in London, 
shared the opinion that much more than the joint declaration 
of peace sums after destruction of “The Nazi tyranny” could 
he expected from the momentous meeting, that the first mani­ 
festation could be looked for soon, and that there would he no 
mistaking it when it came. 
.Military Secrets 
This was based tin the belief that there were numerous 
important decisions behind the generalized language of the 
joint statement issued yesterday. Only in the statem ent’s 
preamble was mention made of unspecified measures being 
taken by Britain and the United States. 
The decisions, it was recognized, would remain in the cate­ 
gory of military secrets, for Mr. Roosevelt has made plain on 
past occasions that he did not care to provide information he 
thought Adolf Hitler would like to have, and that future 
defense strategy would be based on beating the other fellow 
to the punch. 
Despite the* rule of secrecy, some official sources thought 
that the President might give the nation further details of his 
conversations with Churchill— perhaps in a fireside chat. 
Such a broadcast, it was said, could be used effectively to an­ 
nounce the first significant step taken as a result of the 
meeting. 
The Importance of American ar*us 
production In the discussions was 
evidenced by the arrival in W ash­ 
ington ot Lord Beaverbrook, B rit­ 
ain’s dynamic Minister of Supply 
who participated In the conferences 
Invasion Hinted 
"The Beaver’’ flew here yesterday 
—presumably taking off as soon as 
he got ashore—and made no bones 
of the fact that his mission was to 
see about increased Lease-Lend aid 
Beaverbrook. in the course of a 
rapid-fire Interview, announced that 
he was .seeking more of every thing 
—more tanks, more planes (particu­ 
larly bombers*, more food, more 
supplies of all kinds. 
He threw cold water on theoriz­ 
ing that Britain was counting on 
winning the war from the air. 
* Bombing from the air did not 
beat us." he said vehemently. 
This rem ark was interpreted as 
implying that Britain intended .soon­ 
er or later to invade continental 
Europe in an attem pt to roll back 
i the Nazi armies.

They have been accompanied by officials 
of their two governments, including 


hiuh rankinu officers of their military, naval and air services. 
The whole problem of the supply of munitions of war. as provided by the Lease- 
l.end Act, for the armed forces of the Coiled States and for those countries actively 


enuaued in resisting aggression has been further examined. 
Ford Ben verb rook, the .Minister of Supplies of the Hritish Government, has joined 
in these conferences. 
Ile is uoinu to proceed to Washinuton to discuss further details

Mr. Churchill, representing His Majesty’s uovernment in the Toited King­ 
dom, beinu met together, deem it riuht to make known certain common principles in 
the national p o lic ie s of their respective countries on which they base their hopes for 


a better future for the world. 
First, their countries sock no aggrandizement, territorial or other; 
Second, they desire to see no territorial changes that do not accord with the freely 
expressed wishes of the peoples concerned; 
'Third, they respect the riuht of all peoples to choose the form of government 
under which they will live; and they wish to see sovereiun rights and self govern­ 


ment restored to those who have been forcibly deprived of them; 
Fourth, they will endeavor, with due respect for their existing obligations, to fur­ 
ther the enjoyment by all states, great or small, victor or vanquished, to access, or 
equal terms, to the trade and to the raw materials of the world which are needed for 


their economic prosperity; 
Fifth, they desire to bring about the fullest collaboration between all nations in 


the economic field with the object of securing, for all, improved labor standards, eco­ 


nomic advancement and social security; 
Sixth, after the final destruction of the Nazi tyranny, they hope to see established 
a peace which will afford to all nations the means of dwelling in safety within their 
own boundaries, and which will afford assurance that all the men in all the lands may 


live out their lives in freedom from fear and want; 
Seventh, such a peace should enable all men to traverse the high seas and oceans 


without hinderance; 
Eighth, they believe that all of the nations of the world, for realistic as well as 
spiritual reasons must come to the abandonment of the use of force. 
Since no future 
peace can be maintained if land, sea or air armaments continue to be employed by na­

curity which doesn’t in fact exist. 
Even in England this attitude has 
become so pronounced as to cause 
the government anxiety. 
So far as this column is concerned 
it has recorded many times th a t the 
Allies had good reason to hope that 
they would win. I see no reason to

As you know,
